Second Visit

time I ever saw Fort Meade, more 
Thdn three years au«>.

Out-of-doof# it more healthful than 
indoor*. 

Sunshine am! fresh air—the kind one 
get* unier the open sky •'•r beneath 
the protection of nature's umbrellas, 
tl.c trees, lire nmre healthful than the 
most beautiful homes. 

We accept a good many thing* us 
facts because others accept them, 
without Hitulynng the reasons why 
we or they take them for granted. 
\V> believe that public packs are pub¬ 
lic necessities, but why? 

What are the benefits of parks to 
us individually? They are the breath* 
ing spots, where wr com* from oil* 
busy, confuting civic life into touch 
with nature nitfi nature * wildness 
tamed and improved in accordance 
with nature's methods under the di¬ 
rection of e*pert observers of those 
methods. 

They are or they should lie the play- 
vrounds where “kccp-off-the-grasV 
signs have been banished and men 
women and children are free to walk 
over tlie smooth ttirf, to lie on It. to 
roll <*n it, to play their games,* where 
they find facilities for such amusement 
and where they are encouraged to 
come for health and pleasure 

The public parks of the modern, 
up-to-date city arc object lessons 101 
the home own. r, showing him the pos¬ 
sibilities for improving his own sttt- 
roundings for the beautification ot tne 
grounds shout his habitation with 
flowers ami vines and trees. 

No argument is needed to prove 
the value of parks to the a v rage Citi* 
ren, eltUene** and all the little citi¬ 
zens More Important it Is to urge 
their more general use, 

The relation of the municipality, of 
the authorities, to the park system u 
often misunderstood. It is an old-time 
theory of government that it* duties 
are necessarily confined to the se^i- 
ou* affairs of common interest, tuchj 
as establishing and maintaining fire 
departments, police and jails, public 
•waterworks, pavemen s, sidewalks and 
she like. Health is considered a mat¬ 
ter for private regulations, excepting 
In t rnr of epidemic, and playgrounds 
and amusement* are not listed as scr* 
oua affair*. 

That theory was discarded long ago 
by ib- advanced students of munici¬ 
pal mature, and according to this 
Pew thought the physical and menial 
welfare of the citizen is considered 
quite as important a* his protection 
fr«*m physical injuries or the vagaries 
of hi* designing neighbors. 

The need rf Florida cities for pub* 
be parks, more of th«m, properly im¬ 
proved and beautified and maitnained, 
i- a* great a* tliar of northern muni¬ 
cipalities. Nature is prodigal in Jier 
aid in park const ruction here. As 
popnlston increases, greater dries will 
stand where are now link* villages, 
and it is a duty thut the authorities 
of today pwe to posterity that large 
arms shall be set aside for the parks 
of by and by. More than this. It is 


much more important that there 
* l, ouM be a number of smaller breath¬ 
ing places scattered about in all part* 

• f these coming cities, than that all 
the playground space should be in a 
single area. To be useful, llicy must 
he convenient for those whom they are 
to benefit. 

ifardly a better illustration of this 
point can be recalled than Chicago, 
which has thousands of acres in beau- 1 
Mildly improved parks*; scattered 
through Qir two hundred square utiles 
within the city limits, and nearly all 
of these areas were set aside \. hen 
Isud wit* cheap and before the tide of 
population prr-cmptdd tl»e*e lands.

Citrus Fertilizers Frequently Applied 


instead of a temi-arfmial applica¬ 
tion of fertilizer* many citrus grower* 
arc coming to observe the more recent 
practice of three applications a year. 
It is possible that even more frequent 
applications would lie beneficial. The 
same coiullttioiis which make plan' 
foods easily und quickly available 
make them subject to leaching. If 
ihc customary portion of fertiliser i» 
allowed u tree once a year, it is able 
to use only a small amount of thut 
immediately The remainder is ex¬ 
posed to the weather throughout the 
yvar. 

If the application i» spread over the 
entire yvar At suitable intervals, the 
tree will make more economic use of 
the food and the loss from leaching 
will be reduced to the minimum. Fur¬ 
thermore, the progress of the trees 
over the growing season probably 
would be more uniform. 

U. F. Floyd, plant physiologist to 
the University of Florida Experiment 
Station, suggests that four nr more 


light applications a year would be 
I e*t. provided that unfavorable condi¬ 
tion* did not prevent. During drouth 
the Application* would accundtlatc 
hi the soil so that when the rain* t>e- 
» an the result would be the same as 
• iic heavy application. If the trve 
wer« mulched and the fertiliser were 
applied under tho mulch, the rising 
moit'.ura from the lower soil probably 
would counteract the effect* of the 
drouth. Within certain limits, the 
smatcr the amounts applied and the 
mor* frequent the interval the more 
efficient the fertilizer will be. On 
•mill tree* half a pound to the ucr«’ 
every six weeks would In a good prac¬ 
tice. If the application* are frequent 
the fertilizer should be complete s«» 
tli.it a large enough quartify could be 
had to scAttcr beneath the tree. It 
i* piidtaMc that the yearly amount 
which is allowed each tree under ordi¬ 
nary practice could be reduce! some¬ 
what by more frequent applications—

Different age* and different dynas¬ 
ties had their peculiar structures and 
methods. Some eight miles to the 
north ut Tell cl-Ycliudiyth, in 1906, 
Professor I'etric found the great for¬ 
tified camp of the Ilytkos, the dynas¬ 
ty of invaders that ruled Egypt in the 
•'ays of the patriarchs, Abraham ( Ja¬ 
cob and Joseph. Tins camp, also, was 
enclosed by a wull one hundred and 
thirty feet broad, made with aloping 

• tile* anti enclosing an oval space fif¬ 
teen hundred feet wide. This was the 
peculiar construction of the llyakos 
king*, litre it is found again at ilvli- 
•polls. 

Now. Heliopolis wa* the great capi¬ 
tal of Egypt lit those duys. Probably 
the first camp of the llyskos inva¬ 
ders wa* at Tell cl-Yehndeyeh They 
mastered Lower Egypt and to. sooner 
or later, they must have taken llclto- 
po’l*. And when they did take t, then 
it was that they built this great wall 
around thr ccttlrul place of govern¬ 
ment to enclose the citadel of their 
power and make It secure against at¬ 
tack hy the native Egyptians. 

They had already gained posses¬ 
sion of Heliopolis in Joseph's time, 
fur the king was able to give Joseph 
'•» wife "the datlltghtcr of the Priest 

• •f On,'' I. t , Heliopolis. s«, that this 
great mud wall which we have tent, 
now buried beneath the sediment of 
tlilrty-sevctt hundred annual inunda¬ 
tions, enclosed the seat of government 
hi Joseph • day. Here we stand .it tltr 
entrance of the citadel of Joseph's 
power. Within thi* colossal oval of 
mud brick the great Hebrew prime 
minister ruled. There is no gateway 
Probably there was a cauaeway over 
the wall, as at the camp nf Tell el- 
Yellttdj) eh* My (Ids cAutev’ay Jo- 
M ph * chariot, the second chariot in 
the realm, rolled in and out. By this 
way enured thr sons of J,.*c|>)i to 
buy e rn, and here, within this strong- 
hold cam* the great patriarch, Ja- 
<-•• •. :•• Ides* the Pharaoh nnd Jo re¬ 
ceive the gift of pasture land in 
Goshen.

The hospital, therefore, should not 
1 nly care for our o|d veterans but 
looms should lie set apart for any 
sick requiring them, plenty of spaev 
and Irish air. screened sleeping porch 
ss and every comfort, 


To those who know how sickhc*« 
vpsett tne flumes'ic economy in a 
well ordered home, adding to the bur¬ 
den not only financially but in every 
way possible, a hospital must appeal 
to them. 

To speak of thv ways anil means ot 
mu intenance is just now premature. 
First interest every reputable citizen 
and busiiicsii man. The physicians 
•a ill he only too ihunkful to have such 
a Messing in the town. 

We have in St. Clouv'. many good 
tilings, fine schools, fine churclu*, 
splendid womens organizations tthe 
latter taxed to the uttermost). \V« arc 
just emerging into a better condition 
from a municipal point of view. \\'v 
certainly do not wunt to hr behind in 
any way that could help complete the 
city’s fitness. If the mayor would 
consider the matter and call a melt¬ 
ing of citizens to discuss n hospital, 
ways and means—a meeting at which 
our doctors and ministers and women 
w nuld he present, something should he 
were present the cause might receive 
the proper kind of a start. 

Something should he settled, but a 
question of a hospital requires money 
first; the site suitable, the building 
best fitted for good work, ami the 
mutt'tenancr agreed upon. It can he 
done, and when done will prove 1 
boon to the town and to all who make 
u*w of it 

There are many reasons why this 
business should he acted upon quickly. 
St. Cloud tins too many intelligent 
citizens to allow this to pus* without 
waking up and seeing to it that* some¬ 
thing is done.

Guavas put up accord¬ 
ing to thin receipt are excellent, «rrv- 
td ns a dessert of tnade into salad: 

No. t, in Glass' Peel and remove 
the seed front guava {milking preting 
into jelly nr syrup, pulp into Fuller). 

Pick halves carefully into sterilised 
tars and cover to overflowing with 
•yrup made by first boiling for ten 
minutes, one pint of sugar with two 
pints of watvr (skim and strain the 
syrup. 

Have a pan nf water near uftd dip 
hands in the water occasionally while 
parking to remove seed Seal {part* 
tyl. process twenty-five inlttutca for 
pints unit forty minute* for quirts, id 
boiling wafer. . Seal hnmirdfutcly.

There are hun¬ 
dreds • •! thousands who in former 
year* annually visited Europe us n 
par; .1 their eight-seeing or vacation 
period All nf these people will be 
debarred from the possibility of vls- 
it’tig F.urope this year. 

The acute sit nation in this country 
produced by the war last fall and win 
ter has to a considerable extent pass¬ 
ed away. 

The utain-growiug regions of the 
We** have, by reason of high prices,, 
vastly increased tlu-ir wealth, and sur- 
plu* money lor pleasure and for trav¬ 
el •» more abundant in many \ve*trrn 
Mat.* than for years Tens of thou»- 
11 ml a of western people annually visit 
California to escape the rigor* of ttic** 
western winter* 

These conditions make it pre-emi¬ 
nently opportune that the South 
should put for It the most vigorous 
campaign o» it* histoty to tiuo *?.«. 
tide of winter travel this way There 
never was a more propitious time for 
a broad, vigorous, unceasing cam¬ 
paign on the part of southern people 
and southern railroads to bring about 
»i ch a result. This will demand a 
broader rntnpsifit of work and adver¬ 
tising In liorthttrn and western maga¬ 
zine* and newspapers than has ever 
been done by the South or by south¬ 
ern roads. 

In onneeiiott with Ibis thought of 
increasing the tide of travel to the 
South i« may be iiigjrvstrd that in 
Florida especially proper attention 
has not been given to the heating of 
t nu rim hotels. The average Florida 
hotel trie* to go on the principle that 
ir is always summer there and tint 
hval is not needed except on rurc oc¬ 
casions. This ha* loept many people 
from Florida. Invalids and aged peo¬ 
ple, accustomed to the warmth of the 
heated house* of the North and the 
YYfcst, often find it in.possible to he 


[comfortable ui Florida hotels. Most 
' f tin- Florida hotels scent to he run 
with the Idea of catering wholly to 
the fuil-hloodrd, strong u nd vigorous, 
who do not need much artificial heat 
at any time. Hut these do not make 
up the majority of the people who 
visit Florida It is very common to 
bear in the North and West of peo¬ 
ple who will not go to Florida be¬ 
cause they cannot be comfortable and 
because they suffer fn»m cold due to 
'ack of heat in hotels more than they 
do by remaning home and enduring 
zero temperature and blizzards 
Florida has a climate that is so su- 
pvtg during the winter that it ought 
t become the great health and pleas¬ 
ure resort of Amerira. Indeed, the 
whole stretch of southern country, 
from the sand hills of the Carolina* 
10 the c.>ost of Texas, is a region of 
surpassing attractive climate«as com¬ 
pared with the North, and West. But 
it is essential that the chi 1 Hnr»s, which 
• « often felt in all this region in the 
md <n tile evening npd some¬ 
times in mid-day, should be over¬ 
come, *0 far as the comfort of guests 
i* Concerned, by well heated houses 
if the S nth u ever to develop itt 
nmn«t possibilities. 

In a rather wide experience In the 
hotels of Florida the writer knows of 
only one where much thought and 
care scents to be given to proper heat¬ 
ing On one occasion, while stand¬ 
ing in «»ne of the Itndinir hotels in the 
•date, lie heard complaint made of the 
lack of heat The manager »a»d it wrs 
the rule always tu trim off the heat 
whenever the thermometer reached 
60, ufw| yr| n litiich-travel, d man, who

"Pent many winters In Florida, spoke 
’ p and miid that even under these con¬ 
dition* it was. in his experience, the 
best heated hotel in the state. 

t Mic experience with a odd day or 
fight ui a*, improperly heated Florida 
hotel has kept many u visitor from re¬ 
turning —Manufacturers Record.

SANITARY NOTICE 


The following state law must be 
complied with, and the same is hcie- 
bv ordered:

While the epidemic of typhus fe¬ 
ver in Europe seems to he on the dc* 
crease because the little insect which 
transmits it paradoxically goes into 
winter quarters in summer, the L T n»ted 
Stan-s 1 'uMlc Health Service has is¬ 
sued a warning to al| quarantine offi¬ 
cer! to kfep n sharp lookout for the 
di«-a«e among passengers arriving 
ff«»»n Off A and 1 Lilian port*. The 
mvrcrowdiug, lack of bathing facili- 
lk-s. and genera! buanitary condi¬ 
tions in ought about by the war in 
Europe li.ivr made the fiscal year 


t‘>i 4-*5 » typhus year. The extensive 
outbreak which occurred in Austria- 
Hungary and Scrvia is probably re¬ 
sponsible for the introduction of the 
dUrucc into Germany, hut as immigra¬ 
tion from these countries is at the 
present time practically nil the gov¬ 
ernment's sanitary corps considers 
passengers from Greece and Italy of 
greater potential health menace. The 
disease has also been reported in 
Spain at Zurich and St Gatl in Switf- 
erland. and Moscow.
